of Chriftianity. To inſtance in particular perſons, nay to. enu- ' 
merate Popiſh Princes as well as their Council of Conflance , who 
have given abundant teſtimony to the truth of this Aſſertion, 
would take up too muctrroom in this ſhort Diſcourſe , and inſt 
nuate that you are either not at all, or (at leaſty a: very jgnc-- 
rant Proteſtant. - But fince *tis more conſonant to. the preſent 
Deſign, I'cart forbear to refer yo to the ſeveral accounts which 
' have been given of the Triſh Rebellion in 4.1. and thoſe yer Jiving 
witneſſes of the Truth thereof, by which you may be ſatisfied that 
this one Excuſe cut the throats of many thouſand Proteſtants in that 
Kingdom, who: ſirregdred themſelves upon the promiſe of Life 
and ſafe Convoy into the Exg/iſh Quarters; and yet were forth- 
with moſt barbarouſly Butcher'd.

of. Chriſtianity : But as they had Treaſon enough to forfeze their 
Eſtates, ſo they had Liberty of Conſcience. enough to ſave them 
too in this very point of Perjury. For the price of an Triſh Pa- 
piſts Oarh was as generally known at” the Court of Claims , as 
that of all /#:s is at the Conrt of Rowe: And the multitude of 
perſons in that Kingdom that enjoy their Efates, tho? actually 
concern'd in that Horrid Rebellion, is a ſufficient evidence of 
the truth hereof. So that if it were demanded, I doubt not 
but moſt of the Proreftants in Ireland would ſign a Certificate to 
this purpoſe; and if Oaths were ſd plentiful a Commodity that 
a ſmall ſum could purchaſe them'to ſave the Eſtates of o:hers, 
and that only for the advancement of a particular Papiſt ; how
